One of the chief concerns of moth- 
ers and fathers is the health and 
happiness of their children,

the importance of food in relation 
to health 


Since the first of the year, when 


the bureau first issued a weekly 
food guide, to help families whose 
incomes were reduced, thousands 
of letters have, been, received ask- 
ing special 'advice "oft feeding chil- 
dren. 
Some mothers come with 


particular* dfetap-y*-' problems, but 


-the majority of them want to know 
f how they -can spend their money 
I to keep, tbjslr1 ^children well. 
•*V Thi£ jft-pbleni is .not entirely con- 


finedr $& persohs of the lower m- 
comti" levels. Families who spend 
the most for food are frequently 
getting the least for their money. 
Having the price to buy does not 
automatically safeguard nutrition, 


the bureau points out. 


"Not all foods furnish an equal 


nutritional value for a given ex- 
penditure," says Mrs. Rowena 
Schmidt Carpenter, child specialist 
of the bureau. "For this reason 
the bureau developed 
the 
food 


guide and weekly market orders ' o 
fit the needs of families of differ- 
ent sizes. Growing children es- 
pecially need foods that supply 
building materials. Milk contains 
efficient proteins for children since 
it provides them with the various 
kinds that are very useful in mak- j 
ing muscle. In addition to .he 
foregoing reason for the largo | 
milk quota which we advise lor j 
children, milk is valuable for its 
vitamin and mineral content. Milk 
is especially important when in- 
comes are reduced. 


"In a restricted diet there is 


great likelihood of deficiencies in 
some of the very necessary mater- 
ials which promote growth and de- 
velopment of children. 
For in- 


stance, calcium, phosphorus, 
anJ 


iron are three minerals very im- 
portant m, the diet of a growing 
child. They are not so abundant in 
all foods as are some of the other 
essential minerals so they 
need 


particular emphasis. Milk is the 
best source of calcium, and most 
fruits, vegetables, 
and meat PS 


well as milk supply phosphorus. 
Iron is likely to be low unless the 
child eats egg yolk, green vegeta- 
bles, prunes, raisins, and liver. 


"Whole milk may be consumed 


either fresh, evaporated, or dried, 
and it is relatively inexpensive, in 
all parts of the country." 
The 


same is true just now of eggs. 
Many cuts of meat are at present 
a? low as ten cents a pound tad 
although calf liver is in the delica- 
cy class, beef, and pork liver off- 


er similar nutritive value and .'.re 
low in price. Unless wisely chosen 
fruits and vegetables are likely to 
be the most expensive food item 
each week. 


"Children require foods that sup- 


ply energy and this need is greater 
as children increase 
in size in-J 


weight and become more active. 
Fats, sugar, and grain productr 
supply,mare energy than most oth- 
er foods. The information issusd 
by the bureau suggests a balanced 
supply of these essentials on the 
basis of food 
_ groups.

Carpenter emphasizes that childieii 
need raw and quickly cooked veg- 
etables. 
Fortunately, people fol- 


lowing the low cost food guide as 
wrtl as those planning more elab- 
orate diets can serve them to their 
families.

limited she points out, but the T- 
sults can be the same in maintain- 
ing the well being of children. The 
choice of vegetables should be gov- 
erned by the locality and season of 
the year, for cost is usually bas<-d 
on these two factors. Cabbage is 
inexpensive the year 
round and 


canned tomatoes serve practically 
the same purpose as the fresh va- 
riety, for they retain their vitamin 
content better than most vegeca- 
bles when heated. They also are 
interchangeable with citrus fruits. 
Spinach and other greens are inex- 
pensive at present and should IJG 
served frequently.

Since the addition of water dilates 
the fat, it is usually necessary to 
add top-milk or cream to enrich 
the mixture. 


The baby requires more milk 


sugar than is found in cow's milk. 
The percentage of sugar is lessened, 
too, by this addition of. water. 
For 


these reasons some kind of sugar 
must be added to the mixture. 


These proportions, or "formulaa," 


as they are called, vary at different 
ages and with different children. No 
one mixture will suit every child or 
every age. 
One must never assume that a 


baby cannot take cow's tn'lk. If tbe 
feedings do not agree with the in- 
fant, it is not because it is cow's 
milk, but because the proportions of 
the additions to the milk are wrong. 
It may be necessary to dimmish the 
amount of fat, sugar or curd, or it 
may have to be increased. 
It may 


require more of one substance and 
less of another 
This can be ascer- 


tained only by watching the progress 
of the^.-child. 


The^baby should be weighed every 


week, i If the baby is losing weight, 
or has stopped gaining, its weight 
should be taken e^ery day. 
"In- 
addition, 
voiding should be 


watched closely, the mother should 
be" able to report it accurately to the 
doctor or public health nurse. These 
observations enable the adjustment 
1 of "the formula, so that the child 
may derive proper nourishment from 
its feedings. 


Milk Is the moat valuable food the 


infant can -have. 
It • ia-absolutely 
necessary that cleanliness be ob- 
served in the handling of milk. This 


fissfitnportant for everybody, but of 
*lSrticular Importance as regards the 
infant's supply of milk. 


Milk must always be kept cold. 


Germs multiply by millions in warm 
rnilic 
When serving, the milk may 


^be^wanned for a second or so. This 
TeBKrves the chill fiom the milk and 
makes it more tempting to the baby. 


Fortunately, most communities axe 


?supelied with pasteurized milk. Un- 
=le*s it is known absolutely to be 
pure, no raw cow's milk should be 
given the infant. 
Contrary to a 


common belief, pasteurization does 
not reduce the nourishing value of 
milk 
It does safeguard the infant 


in that it removes all possible con- 
tamination by germs. 


Whatever properties are damaged 


by pasteurization may be restored 
by giving orange, tomato or prune 
luice
